AUSTRALIAN TRADE. 


IMPROVED CONDITIONS. 


FREIGHT RATES REDUCED. 


“Since our Jast report, dated April 
23, says the Australian Monthly 
Market Reger: for May trade condi- 
tions in Australia have steadily im- 
poved, although the position is still 
far from normal Largely asa result 
of the satisfactory sales of Australian 
wheat which have been effected, in- 
creased funds ars now becoming 
available in London, and already 
Quite a noticeable improvement bas 
occurred’ in the exchange position. 
That the financial position has not 
been righted, however, is evident, as 
the latest impart and export statistics 
published show that the trade balance 
is stil very much against us, al- 
though the enferced action of 
the banks in’withholding ordinary 
exchante facilities is materially 
reducing this adverse balance. Ocean 
freight rates have undergone little 
change since last writing, but the 
tenden.y is doubtless a downward 
one, the current rate on wheat and 
flour to South Africa teing 50 - per 
tor, a; against 57 6 a month ago, 
whilst to Manila and Hongkong the 
rate has been reduced as from June 
2 to 40'- per 200 Ib. There is 2 
plentiful supply of steam tonnage 
ofiering for Scuth Africa, the United 
Kingéom, and the various Eastern 
trade routes, and the rates to all 
these destinations is lower than we 
have known (hem for same corsider- 
able time. 

. The labour and industrial outlook 
is, if anything, somewhat improved, 
due to fairly widespread unemploy- 
ment, as it is naturally to be expected 
that with a large body of unemployed 
there will be fewer strikes and an 
improved volume of output on the 
part of those who are at work. Some 
wery large extensions have been 
planned in the manufacturing 
andustry, particularly in the manufac: 
“ture of metals, machinery, and rubber 
and woollen goods, and although, as 
we write, tae majority of mineral 
wines throughout the Commonwealth 
are closed down owing tothe collapse 
of the rmetal market, and the 
immediate prospects of this industry 
are, therefore not too bright, it is ex- 
pected thet advances will be made 
immediately the financial position 
becomes easier. 

Manufacturers are seeking to ex: 
tend their export trade in anticipation 
of their increased output, and in the 
latter direction the Federal and the 
State Governments are assisting by 
the appointment ef Trade Com- 
missioners abroad, and officers have 
already been appcinted to China and 
Ttaly, while the Government has pro- 
mised to largely extend this system. 
In the manufacturing world an 
wnsctiling factor at the moment 
is the Customs Tariff, which has

The arguments in favour of the pre- 
sent system are mainly that the 
Evropean Police Firemen though not 
highly trained have more initiative, 
are morg daring and work harder ano 
more efficiently than the average 
Chinese Fireman, particularly at the 
commencement of operations when 
Steadiness and initiative may mean 
the saving of lives and much valu- 
able property. From my own per- 
sonal experience at- fires, I must 
admit that the Chinese Firemen 83 8 
whole do not at present show either 
any great initiative or any over great 
zeal in the performance of thelr 
duties. I cannot help thinking, how- 
ever, that this is mainly due to 
the fact that they lack the neces 
sary opportunity to display the quali- 
ties required of a good fireman. At 
present they do what I may call the 
coolie work of the Brigade only, such 
as runnicg cut and coupling up hose 
and generaly essisiing the European 
Firetcen, whu hold all posinons of 
responsibiliiy. Wher: the outbreak 
is got under they stand by and make 
up the hese whic b again only the 
manual labour of the Brgade. Pro 
perly, and regularly cried and work: 
ing together wader  protessional 
guidance, I am satisfied that_ they 
would become thoroughly efficient 


far as possible but cannot be entirely 
eliminated in the Brigade as at pre- 
sent connituted, 

By having all the members of the 
Brigade entirely under his control, 
by giving all the members an equal 
share in all the work of the Brigade 
and by having the same men always 
working together at first, the Officer 
in charge should be able in time to 
bring the Chinese fireman up to a 
level of efficiency even greater 
than that attained at present 
under the mixed Brigade system. 
The matter of equipment will, of 
course, also enter very largely into 
tre question of the efficiency of the 
Brigade, but first and foremost 
the personnel must be thoroughly 
trained in the performance of its 
duties a9 that each man knows the 
precise nature of his particular work 
on each occasion, and all mixing up 
of sections and duties which is un- 
avoidable where the same men are 
not always available may be entirely 
eliminated. With firemen drawn 
from the Police, only those available, 
fe, off Police duty at the time of the 
outbreak can be made use of, and 
they necessarily differ from day to 
day.

EQUIPMENT ON LAND. 

Recent comments have Jaid stress 
on the inadequate equipment of the 
Fire Brigade, particularly afloat. ! 

After setting out a list of the 
exis‘ing equipment on land Mr. Wolfe 
states what plant is required to deal 
successfully with large outbreaks of 
fire or with two or more simultaneous 
outbreaks, such as have occurred on 
several occasions Tecently. 


EQUIPMENT .APLOAT, 


It is not in my opinion necessary 
to supplement existing fire appliances 
afloat by any futher moter or steam 
fire floats at present. Fires on ships 
in the harbour are fortunately of 
comparatively rare occurrence and 
in the circumstances, the very large 
outlay on a new moter Gre 
float is not warranted by the work 
required. The two Fire Floats are 
quite capable of dealing wirh ordin- 
ary fires on ships in the harbour, 
and should necessity arise, they can 
be supplemented by the large tugs 
employed by the Hongkong Whampoa 
Dock Co., and Taikoo Dock Co. both 
of which, and particularly the 
former, have very powerful fire, 
pumps on board. In this connection 
I recommend that an agreement be' 
entered into with the Companies 
concerned to place their tugs fitted 
with fire fighting appliances at the. 
disposal of the Fire Brigade in cases 
of emergency and if available’ 
at the time. With this addition’ 
I am satisfied that the shipping 
in the harbour will be adequately 
protected against fire. i

WATER SUPPLY AND WATER PRESSURE. 
‘Generally speaking the water 
supply for fire purposes is good. = Ik 
4s controlled by the Water Authority, 
a SubDepartment of the BW.D. 
Tre pressure in Victoria is good 
though it varies considerably in 
Afferent districts at different hours. 
Group Hy dranis have been supplied 
- throughout the City. The group 
taydrants consist of groups of three 
hydrants at important points, The 
motor pumps are worked off a cam 
which is kept filled by the3 hydrants 
which are close together, one 
hydrant being insufficient for~ the 
purpesce as the draw of by the 
pump is too great. Befcre the intro- 
dection of group hydrasts much tire 
was lost in connecting up two or three 
hydrants situated some distance apart 
to feed the cam. It is further pro- 
posed to pump direct from the mains 
when possible by means of 3 way 
collecting heads fitted direct to the 
guction of the pump, thus avoiding 
the use of a dam, as the latter 
emails a good deal of waste 
of -water and loss of pressure in 
the maics. The only difficulty 
which still exists as regards 
water ‘pressure in the City is on 
the upper levels. These cannot be 
reached by the Motor Pumps, as 
there is no motor road to such levels 
as Queen’s Gardens, May Road and 
Conduit Road. The danger of serious 
cconflagrations on these levels is how- 
ever slight as the houses are detached 
cr semi-detached. The pressure in 
the mains is sufficient to confine an 
outbreak to the premises it starts in. 
The same remarks apply to the Peak 
qwhere tke fire appliances are confined 
to Despatch Boxes containing hose 
avd standpipes and nozzles which are 
worked direct off the mains. 

In Kowloon group hydrants have 
been provided. The pressure is very 
“good indeed in Sham Shui Po (Sai 
Kokd which is now connected up by 
2 10" main to the 12” principal feed 
main. This main is alo available in 
Shar.ghai Street up to Waterloo Road. 
Tsim Sha Tsui is as yet not getring 
the benefit of the 15” main ia 
Coronation Road as this main cannot 
be connected to the 18” maio in 
Taipo’Road until the Nathan end of 
Ceronation Road is driven through 
the hill. It is anticipated that 
this connection will be through 
in about a year. Hunghom is sop- 
plied ky an 8" main. The principal 
fuildings at Tsim Sha Tsui, 
2g. The Kowloon Wharf and 
Godown Co.'s premises and Holt’s 
Wharf are served by the Fire Floats 
as sre also the Hongkong and 
‘Whampoa Dock Co.’s premises. Out- 
tying shipyards are mainly protected 
ty the Fire Floats. Such premises 
“however should have and mostly do 
shave their own fire appliances to 
‘supplement the Govirnment Fire 
Brigade. The owners of premises 
awhere there are furnaces, black- 
smith’s shops and matsheds cannot 
expect the entire fire protection of 
‘their. premises to be undertaken by 
the Fire Bricade, They should have 
their own fire service a8 is the case 
already-07 all such premises as H M. 
Naval Yard, The Kowloon and 
‘Whampoa Docks and th: Tai Koo 
Docks,

NEW POSTAL RATES. 


GENERAL IRRITATION. 


FRESH BURDEN ON TRADE. 


Mr. Kellaway's proposed postal 
“ seforms ” will do nothing to increase 
public confidence, either in himself or 
in his Department. Thenew charges 
are to bs imposed on the country at 
short notice—in the high-handed way 
to which we are now becoming ac- 
customed—without any consulta: 
tion of the House of Commons- 
The official case is simple. 
There is a Isrge deficit: the 
Post Office, if it is to pay its way 
must have more revenue; all that; 
need be done is immediately to cut 
down services and put up rates. The 
public, however, does not take $0 
light-hearted a view of the matter. 
The Past Office bas done little since 
the war to improve its service; 
indeed, it is notoriouly more 
inefacient now than it was before; 
and the Postmas*er-General will 
require to dispel the general 
irritation and suspicion by a large 
measure of internal reform, before he 
can convince us of the necessity for 
his present proposals. Taken in de- 
tail, there are several of the new 
rates which are indefensible. One 
is the ‘three-half-penny postcard, 
which means an increase of per 
cent. on the prewar rate, and 
brings the postcard up to three 
quarters of tbe price of a letter. 
In the printed paper rate, there 


To raise the price from 4d. to ld. 
is legitimate enough in the 
case of advertising circulars; 


the bulk of this sort of stuff that goes 
through the post is not an essential 
part of a sound commercial oganisa- 
tion, and indeed, we do not aee why 
it should not be charged at ordinary 
letter rate; our breakfast tables 
might then be littered with fewer 
unwanted communications, But 
indispensable business documents, 
such as invoices and receipts, are in 
a different category altogether, and 
ought to be treated quite differently. 
To double their cost is defnitely to 
put a fresh burden on trade, and a 
burden very uneven in its incidence. 


DYES FOR EXPORT. 


BRITISH CORPORATION'S 
AGENCY RULES.

In the House of Commons on June 
6. Captain Wedgwood Benn asked 
whether the British Dyestuffs Cor- 
poration refused to supply British 
export firms with synthetic indigo on 
the ground that they bad their own 
selling arrangements in the Far East, 
and suggested thit the decision 
tended to divert trade from this 
country to Germany, Switzerland, 
and the United States. 

Sir Philip Lloyd Graeme: Tam in- 
formed that under the arrangements 
made by the British Dyestuffs Cor- 
poration with their agents in China, 
the Corporation is precluded from 


making sales of its products to mer-}4™°?. 


chants in this country when it is 
known that the goods are destined 
for export to and sale in China. It is, 
however, opento merchants supplying 
the Chinese market to obtain their 
supplies in China through the agents 
of the British Dyestuffs Corporation in 
that country. I am informed that in 
all such cases the agenta of the Cor- 
poration supply without -requiring 
any information as to the ultimate 
purchasera. The Government is not 
responsible for the management of 
the British Dyestuffs Corporation, 
and the Board of Trade has no power 
to dictate to firms the terms of their 
agency agreement,

The two figures, 
an Emperor and his son (or it may be 
a high official) are represented engaged. 
in some religious ceremony. The 
hands of the second figure are coming 
together.in a signal evidently for 
some ceremonial act. On both 
figurea are a few slight restorations 
only, and the colour remaining on 
them shows great richness and beauty. 
The period of this example is early 
ing. Still earlier in date—probably 
early Twelfth Century, Sung—is 
another, much smaller seated figure 
in wood, also just bought for the 
Museum. It; too, shows remaining 
traces of colour. The figure represents 
Kwan-Yin, in the attitude of Kingly 
Repose. This example is not yet 
-|displayed.in the galleries, but the 
Emperor and his Son (?) is already 
placed in Room 62,
